The only difference is that ' 
tlioy retitled it i-Iartin Lutlier I-ing, Jr: the Assassination. It has a new title page, a new 
cover', and the rest ji is the original ha^ack pages photographed for offset repoffduction. 
Page for pas' o idcnticalo Tq avoid an additional folio in printing they were so cheap they 
did not even list my other books or give my address so the reader could order them, part 
of the agreement. 

It you see ^fnsolved liystories you'll get a notion of tie extent of my archive tliat 
will become a permanent free archive at local Hood College, no quid pro quo for me. The 
TV crow photographed part of it, in the basement. Siira^here are about 60 file cabinets 
plus innumerable boxes in addition to what I never ase anymore and have donated already so 
stuvlonts can use them. I refused to seii) all tliis for private use, preferring to give it 
away with assur nee of pe iManent public--uae', 

I am not able to supervise use of my records in the basement and althoguh we all&w 
unsiipervised use of our copier, too, from time to time there arc theft~^. All my &ing 
'assassination pictui-es now arc gone! Some on JFK, too. 

If you are over in tliis area, hope you c n stop off andjSee what I acounulated, in 
addition to many file cabinets of my own work.

King assaslnation records DJ was able to stonewall for a decade but in the end I got 
about 00, 1^00 pages, mostly FBI, Includes FBU3^ and ifcmphis records on the ^nvaders and 
the sanitation strilce. Hood lias duplicates of these files. History prof. Gerald Ilc^^iight 
wrote cxdc.'.lent, undercto.tcd scholai’ly articles on them for The South Atlantic Quarterly. 

If any instiliution doiai there would lilac copies I'm sure Hood will malce them available. It 
plans ultimately to make all available by some new optical wizardry I do not understand, ± 
to al.L caucational institutions. Syl-via Iloagher's JFK assassination records are also there 
and are now being accessioned and will bo available for use soon. The librarian, a fine 
fellow, is Claries Kuh'''n.
